It Is the story 
of an angel-devll, an Inspired black* 
guard, a slum-hero, a plckjmcket-poet, 
a thief and m urderer whose poetical 
genius was scarce short of sublime. 
In th e low taverns of Paris, about 
th e middle of the fifteenth century, 
th© riff-raff of th e local underworld 
raised fen* themselves an idol, in the 
shape of a brilliant youth of high edu­ 
cation, who preferred to choose his 
chum s from the sordid criminal class 
ra th e r than from among his equals. 
Ho fought, stole, caroused and killed 
w ith ruffians, then 
wrote 
wondrous 
poem s that were so musical th at even 
his besotted comrades 
loved 
them. 
Th© slang of the Thieves’ Kitchens 
wa* his. 
So was a flow of the m ost 
beautiful language known to man. 
This youth was variously known by 
a string 
of 
aliases. 
Among 
these 
nam es w ere Corbler, Piton, De Mont* 
corbleu Des Leges, Corbeuil and Fran­ 
cois Villon. 
Which, lf any. 
of 
th© 
nam es was really his own Is uncer­ 
tain. 
It was almost surely not “Vil­ 
lon.” 
Yet by that alone he Is known 
to hlatory. 
Rome say he borrowed 
th© 
nam e 
"Villon” 
from 
his 
rich 
guardian, Oufliaum© de Villon. Other* 
claim th a t It wa* merely a nickname*, 
and th a t It was whimsically chosen 
by him because It was a French term 
for "crook,” or "blackguard w 
Villon 
had 
wealthy, 
influential 
friends. 
F irst and last, he needed all 
th e ir Influence and appropriated not a 
little of their wealth 
His 
earliest 
known clash with th© law 
was 
in 
1455, when he was twenty four years 
old. 
He was at that tim** a college 
graduate and a m aster of arts 
Re­ 
turning from a 
drunken 
rev**l 
on* 
night he net a priest. 
A quarrel en­ 
sued and Villon stabbed the pri* st to 
death. 
Then he fled to som* 
kindly 
shelter In the slums where the law’s 
grip could not reach him 
and hid 
am ong h!a criminal 
admirers 
until 
family influence could win a pardon 
for him. 
A year or two later be was In trou­ 
ble again. 
This time It wa* a tavern 
brawl. 
Villon did 
not 
figure 
very 
favorably In the affair. 
In fact, after 
a severe beating he ran away from 
P aris; more to avoid ridicule than to 
esra p e 
punishment. 
In 
the 
early 
spring of 1455 he beearn© a student 
at the College of Navarre. near An­ 
gers, Franc©. 
A few weeks later the 
treasu re chest In the college chattel 
w as robbed A band of student thieves 
was arrested. 
One of them confessed 
th a t Villon was the ringleader of th© 
gang who had broken in’o the chapel, 
and th a t th e poet was even th en plan- 
ling new robberies. 
Villon was put to th© to rtu re and 
then sentenced to be hanged 
As ho 
lay In prison, waiting for execution, 
b© w rote one of his greatest poems; 
a grim. wonderful bit of verse, en­ 
titled, "Ballade of the Hanged ’* Again 
his friends’ influence, coupled with his 
own wit, came to th e poet’s aid. 
His 
death sentence was commuted to ban; 
ishm ent. 
Villon then drifted from one E u r o 
pean capital to another; 
sometime* 
living In doubtful fashion by his wits. 
som etim es 
hobnobbing 
with 
such 
princes and nobles as could appreciate 
his rare genius 
Of his life during 
th e se w anderings little Is known 
But. 
four years later, he was cast Into 
prison once m ore 
This time, It is 
■ald, for the crim© of sacrilege. 
Ho 
spent th© sum m er of 1461 In a cell, 
but w as set free In a general Jail de­ 
livery In October of th at year. 
H is old spirit of wild, reckless ad­ 
v enture seemed gone. 
Soon afterw ard 
he w rote his famous "G rard T esta­ 
ment,** a work that breathes of weari­ 
ness, regret and u tte r despondency. 
Broken by prison and by dissipation. 
h e Is said t a have died of consum ption 
at the age of thirty. 
(One or tw o his­ 
torians believe he lived to be an old 
m an; but, from his thirtieth year no 
no record of him can be found. 
Villon’s poetic genius 
stands 
out 
like a gem In a mire. 
T he stran g e 
tw ist of brain th a t m ade him a crim ­ 
inal also enabled him to w rite such 
v erse as no m an of his tim e had a t ­ 
tem pted. 
His poetry has served a* 
exam p’e for m any a la ter bard and 
has found hosts of—usually unsuccess­ 
ful— imitators. 
Of th e m an himself, nothing good 
•Hill be said. 
His w ritin g s-live in spit© 
, hi* personal career. 


"Only 
less 
celebrated 
than 
Old 
Rough and 
R eady’s 
favorite white 
charger,” writes Gen. Jam es 
G rant 
Wilson, "w as ( ’apt. Charles Augustus 
May’s Black Tom, a magnificent coal 
black gelding. 
Captain May was the 
beau sab reu r of T aylor’s 
arm y In 
Mexico. 
"A t th e head of his squadron of the 
Second United States Dragoons, Cap­ 
tain May led a gallant charge against 
a Mexican battery In the battle of Re­ 
saca de la Palma. May 9, 1846, and, 
leaping Tom over one of the guns, cap­ 
tured General La Vega and the entire 
battery of six pieces 
“May possessed an unsurpassed mil­ 
itary record for leaping with Tom, 
and It Is quite possible one th a t has 
never been equaled In the hunting 
field, or even on the race course. 
My 
friend, th e late Hon. Francis C. Law- 
ley, perhaps the highest British au­ 
thority on th e subject, gives 34 feet 
as th e greatest distance ever covered 
by an English horse in a steeplechase 
o r elsewhere. 
“Black Tom Jumped 35 feet on a 
w ager during the Mexican war, and 
th ree years later May m ade another 
bet th a t with a flying sta rt of 50 yards 
be could leap Torn across a canal 36 
feed in width. 
They carne thundering 
along at a terrific speed, the jet black 
steed nearly 17 hands high, and May 
m ore than six feet, sitting like a cen­ 
taur. 
Tom gave a mighty jump, but 
fell short, and, of course, man and 
horse had a very sudden and cold bath, 
for th e attem pt was m ade in midwin­ 
ter. 
“For a Charlie O'Malley leap over a 
ca rt loaded with a cord of weed. sta n d ­ 
ing in front of the city hall, the colo­ 
nel was fined In a Baltimore court. On 
another occasion the dashing cavalry­ 
man rode Tom up the steps of th e

AMERICAN EMPRESS OF. KOREA 


Her Son Would Have Been R uler But 
fo r Annexation of the Country 
by Jap an . 


The em press of Korea, who died re­ 
cently. was born in Appleton, VVls., the 
daughter of a Methodist minister, a 
•‘circuit rider” who made Appleton his 
home for a few years before the war, 
says the New York Evening 
Post. 
The Rev. Mr. Drown was a handsome 
southerner, and his wife a woman of 
exceptional beauty, who transmitted 
her beauty to her 
daughter 
Emily, 
who was born in 1861. 
Shortly after 
the war, when Emily was about five 
years old, the family left Appleton; 
and ten years later the Rev, Mr. Brown 
took his wife and daughter to Soul, the, 
capital of Korea, and was said to have 
been the first Protestant missionary 
to enter the capital of the Hermit 
Kingdom. 
The young Appleton girl 
soon learned the language of the Ko­ 
reans. and acted as interpreter In deal­ 
ings between the missionaries and the 
government. 
She had a remarkably 
sweet voice and attracted many na­ 
tives to her father’s mission by her 
wonderful singing of hymns. 
The em­ 
peror heard of the remarkable beauty 
and wonderful voice of the American 
girl and commanded her to enter his 
harem, which she indignantly refused 
to do. Two years later, however, when 
the mission was in financial straits, 
site accepted the emperor's offer and 
became one of his wives, with a prom­ 
ise of marriage in her father’s mission 
as soon as conditions permitted When 
the American wife had borne the em ­ 
peror a son and his queen had died, 
Emily Brown was proclaimed queen, 
the ruler of Korea then being a king, 
and when he proclaimed himself em­ 
peror she became empress 
and 
re­ 
ceived the name of Orn, which, in the 
Korean language, means “ bawn of the 
Morning” or “As Beautiful as the Ris­ 
ing Sun.** 
Emily Brown was the em­ 
peror’s favorite wife, and her arm was 
made the heir apparent, and, but for 
the annexation of Kor**e by Japan, he 
would have become emperor ou the 
death of the father.

to beheading each other. 
T h e "Reign 
of T erro r" set In. 
F irst the revolu­ 
tionists who believed In higher Ideals 
and gentler m ethods w ere slain. Then 
th e m ore rabid revolutionists divided 
Into several parties or factions. 
And, 
w hichever faction chanced at th e mo­ 
m en t to be upperm ost executed m em­ 
bers of th e others. 
One leader after 
another arose to outdo his predeces­ 
sors in deeds of violence, only to lose 
h it own life and power to som e still 
m ore m urderous dem agogue 
And th e h eart and soul of th e Reign 
of T erro r v a l M a ra t H e was a Swlsa 
by birth and had at various tim es 
been a scientist, a literary 
man. 
a 
physician 
and—so 
saya 
Carlyle— a 
horse doctor. W hen the revolution be­ 
gan he started a paper called "T he 
Friend of th© P eo p le ” 
It wa* prob­ 
ably th© moat scurrilous, bloodthirsty 
sheet ever published. 
T h e revolution s t th a t tim e had 
not 
wholly 
throw n 
sanity 
aside. 
M arat's arrest was ordered. 
He es­ 
caped and fled to the lowest slums. 
There, hiding In the sew ers and cel­ 
lars, h e spent h it tim e m aking friends 
with th© vile o u tc asti of the Part* un­ 
derw orld and In preaching to them hi* 
doctrine of wholesale m urder 
From 
tim e to time, aa the revolution waxed 
m ore fierce, he would em erge from 
hiding with new plans for deeds of 
violence. 
Each tim e the san er leaders 
denounced him 
But, soon o r late, 
they followed bls advice. 
And thus 
th e revolution grew dally 
Into 
th© 
Reign of Teror. 
At last It becam e safe for M arat to 
com e wholly out of seclusion and to 
proclaim aloud, by voice and by h it 
new spaper, his Ideas for th e death of 
his 
fellowmen. 
Th© 
revolutionary 
leaders feared and hated him 
They 
held him In contem pt for hts squalid 
filth and his shrieking 
clam or 
for 
blood. 
Rut they could no longer tend 
him Into biding. 
For th e worst ele­ 
m ent of th e mob now ruled 
Parle 
And th© mob adored Marat. 
He grew 
In power and his m ost terrible orders 
were obeyed. 
H e fram ed a law by which 400.000 
persons w ere arrested on suspicion of 
being false to the revolution 
Hun­ 
dreds m ore were guillotined 
st 
his 
command. 
Fie even gravely expreased 
a wish to behead an en tire 
French 
arm y of 270,000 officers and men 
W ith RobespU rre and P an to n (both 
of whom later fell victims to th e guillo­ 
tine) he formed a trium virate to gov­ 
ern th© French people. 
For a tim e he 
was th e ruling spirit In this com bina­ 
tion. 
In vain did his opponents call 
him “sew er rat," and even leas com­ 
plim entary names. 
In vain did they 
plot for his downfall. 
By sheer force 
of evil he crushed all opposition 
And 
th e crazy mob slavishly followed his 
one virtue. 
By grafting, aa did other 
revolutionary chiefs, he m ight have 
m ade millions of dollars 
H e died 
with ju st twenty-one cents. 
N ature at last did w hat m an could 
not, to shorten the career of th is “sta r 
villain" of France’s Scarlet Tragedy 
M arat's health gave out. 
He suffered 
Intolerable pain. 
T he only relief he 
could get was to lie for hours In a tub 
of hot water. 
T h e great unw ashed 
was actually forced to bathe! 
It waa while he was wrapped In a 
sheet in th e steam ing bathtub on th© 
evening of July IS, 1793, th a t a young 
girl from th e provinces called to see 
him. 
She said she had with her a 
list of traitors' nam es and began to 
read them to him 
M arat 
listened 
greedily. 
At the end he croaked: 
"T hey 
shall 
die! 
Every 
one of 
th e m !” 
As he spoke, 
th e 
girl—C harlotte 
Corday—stabbed him to 
the 
heart, 
She had hoped to free F rance from a 
tyrant. 
Hut she did m ore harm than 
good 
In the first place, M arat had 
air* ady been dying fn.tn disease, and 
at most could have had but 
a 
few 
uf*>ks to live, 
In tb s second, she 
m ade th e people regard a m onster aa 
a m artyr. 
And. for m onths, th e moat 
atrocious cruelties w ere carried on,
